And tho we may not be able imme- 
diately to introduce their Method into general 
Practice, yet it may be hoped among ſo many 


generous, charitable Benefactors, which have 


already been found in this Nation, ſomething 


may be done for the more uſeful Relief of our 


numerous Poor, than has hitherto been un- 


dertaken, 
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together. 


Me labour under two very apparent Diſad- 
vantages in endeavonring to execute the Eng- 
liſh Parochial Scheme, tho it ſucceeds ſo well 
on the other Side of the Water. 


One is, That we have no poor Rate, nor 
indeed are able to undergo ſuch a Tax, from 
the general narrow Circumſtances of thoſe a- 
mong us, who are barely above Want. 


The other is, That we are not able to 


vend ſeveral Manufaflures, about which many 
of our Poor might be uſefully employed. 


Tet even under theſe unfavourable Circum- 
ſtances ſomething may be attempted, and what 
a Pariſh or a Barony cannot ſupport, may be 
raiſed by the common Contribution of Cities, 
aud great Towns, or by ſeveral Pariſhes, and 
{ome Baronies joining aud uniting to Build, 
and maintain theſe Work-Houſes and Schools 
That ſomething in this Way may 
Le effected, we have all the Reaſon in the 
World to apprehend from thoſe good. Dilpo- 


ſitions which already appear without great 
Wealth, 


The growing Succeſs of the Charity-Schools 

theſe ten Years paſt, tho the Children are 
neither Loaged, nor Dieted together, gives 
full Evidence of a Willingueſs to do good, 
and to diſtribute to the Indigent.

This Compaſſionate Spirit has been raiſed 
and employed to improve Chriſtian Know- 
ledge, and to encourage honeſt Labour. And 
to promote ſuch happy Effects moſt ſucceſsfully, 
what can be, with more probability contrived, 
than to lodge, and maintain theſe Objects of 
your Concern, in proper Houſes for the Pur- 
poſe, under diſcreet Regulat jous ? 5 


As to Labour, there may be proper Em- 
ployments found, which may contribute ſome 
little to their Maintenance, and Leiſure e- 
nough for their learning to Read and Write 
and caſt Accompts. The pliable Aptneſs 
which ariſes from an early Cuſtom of Labour, 
will be of infinite Uſe to recommend them to 
Maſters in every Buſineſs of Life. And this 
Manner of Employment too will diſcover ſome— 
thing of the Genius of every Child. 


As to Chriſtian Knowledge, this may be ea- 
fily imagined to be the moſt likely, and moſt 
hopeful Method of Fixing and Confirming 
thoſe of our own Communion in the Prin- 
ciples of Vertue, and of engaging and eſta- 
bliſhing zhoſe of other Communions, who are 
brought up under this regular Diſcipline. You 
cannot well conceive, that our Holy Religi- 
on has any other Dificulties, but Ignorance 
and Prejudice to contend with among the lower 
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Rank of Mankind. And theſe Difficulties will 
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be moſt effefually removed by this Proviſion. 
The Poor Child is trained up to Knowledpe, 
and that Biaſs of Prejudice is prevented, which, 
without this Caution, the Relations of Popiſh 


Children will ever labour to infuſe. It is ho- 


ped, and it is not unreaſonable to hope, that as 
happy Effects, towards a Reformation in this 
Kingdom, may enſue from this Conduct, as 
from any other Method yet undertaken ; for 
confider, that the Bulk of the Papilts in Ire- 
land are poor People, and therefore are wery 
little influenced by the Penal Laws. This moſt 
Chriſtian Method of converting them, by ta- 
king their Children into a Family-State of 
Tuition, along with our own, in Publick Work- 
houſes, will train them alike to Knowledge, 
and it will alike unite them in Duty, to fear 
G OD and to honour the King. 


The Benefits ariſing from this Scheme are 
preſent, and future. The preſent Benefit 15 
poured down upon the needy, and indigent Ob- 


ject to relieve his Wants, aud ſo far Charity 


excites our Concern. The future Benefit re- 
gards the general Good of the Community, 7» 
providing ſo many uſeful Hands for the Com- 
mon-wealth, and here our univerſal Intereſt 
concludes the Proſpect, which our Charity has 
opened. | %z ; _ 
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It has been obſerved in a Letter from the 
Society for promoting Charity-Schools, prix- 
ted ſome Tears ago, That the greateſt Num 
« ber of the Boys educated in Chatity-Schools, 
&* might moſt uſefully, to themſelves and to the 
% Publick, be put out in Apprenticeſhip to 
« Farmers, Planters, and Gardiners. 


The Common Condition of this Kingdom 
calls for ſuch Improvement, and the particular 
Neceſſities of this Seaſon have awakened the 
Concern of the Legiſlature to encourage Tillage. 
As an Act of Parliament is the Senſe of the 


Wiſeſt, and Wealthieſt Part of a Nation, one 


might hope, that ſuch an Appointment would 
be received and complied with, by all Sorts of 


People, more out of Choice and Diſpoſition, than 


Neceſſity, aud Compulſion. This Turn of our 
Minds to Husbandry will make for the landed 
Intereſt, a real Increaſe of Fortune, and it 
will provide a certain Support for the La- 
bourers in this kind of Improvement to main- 
tain that real Increaſe. In this view, there 


is a neceſſary Correſpondence formed between 


the affluent Eſtate of Gentlemen, and the com- 
fortable Maintenance of inferiour Perſons, and 
without doubt the different Conditions of For- 
tune allotted to the ſame human Nature, were 
deſigned for the mutual Benefit, and Beauty of 
the Whole. It is irkſome to generous Proſpe- 
rity to have daily Spectacles of the Miſery of

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into Wrenient Brick-Houſe in the Year 1721, which coſt: 
ing zo. The Perſon who built it, worthily conſented. 
for Ito be paid by our yearly Charity of 601. from the 
hun. ity of Rocheſter : And the employing that Gift 
his way was, in the Opinion of a very eminent 
Lawyer, agreeable to the Will of the Donor; 

hoſe principal Deſign was to promote Induſtry 
and good Living among the Poor, and to make 
heir Lives more comfortable to themſelves and 
others, than they commonly are. And how far this 
Houſe has, and is like to anſwer what is offered in 
he Propoſals, I now beg Leave to acquaint the 
BOCIETY,..: 

The firſt Article relates to Pariſh-Orphans : And 
hey are happily provided for in theſe Houſes. We 
have now 14 or 15 in ours; who are employ'd in 
pinning Jerſey by a Perſon of the Pariſh, who 
wiſts and dyes it, and then ſells it for Stockings; 
and ſome can earn 2 d. per Day in Winter, and 3 d. 
n the Summer. The Officers receive their Money, 
nd provide every Thing they want.

The ſecond Article is, to provide for the Aged, 
Sick, and Impotent Poor in theſe Houſes. And 
this End they happily ſerve in all Reſpects. We 
have now ſeveral very ancient Men, that live as 
comfortably in our Houſe, as any Perſons in the 
Pariſh. They are wholly remov'd from the Cares 


and Troubles of this Life, and have little or nothing 


to do, but to prepare themſelves for the next. 
Wuhen they are ack, we havea convenient Apart- 
ment for them, and ſome of the Women of the 
Houſe look after them: They have likewiſe an A- 
pothecary to attend them, and want nothing that 
their Caſes may require. We have one Man in 
the Houle about 56, who has been little better 
than a common Beggar for many Vears: Some 
Time ago he was brought from another Pariſh ve- 
ry ill, and ready to be devour'd with Vermine ; 
and all poſſible Care was preſently taken of him; 
our Apothecary attended him, and the Officers pro- 
vided new Cloaths for him.

but the Mother goes out to work, and the Chil- 
dren ſpin, and have their own Earnings, maintain- 


were Penſioners before; but being healthy, robuſt 


drink leſs ſtrong Beer, Sc. and work their Fingers 
to the Bones, before they would come into the 
Houſe, or be any longer oblig'd to the Pariſh. And, 
I think, I may ſafely aver, that they live better 
now without, than they did before with their 
monthly Allowances. . 

A conſiderable Sum is likewiſe yearly ſav'd to 
our Pariſh by the fifth Propoſal. For we ſend now

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ſuch poor travelling People, as fall ſick in our 
Streets, to the Work- houſe, and not to Ale-hou- 
ſes, as uſual; where large Reckonings were pres 
ſently run up, and ſuch extravagant Things done, J 
that many have pretended themſelves ſick, for the | 
sake of being ſent ro ſuch Quarters. But ſince we 
have taken this Courſe, we have not had half the 
Trouble as before. A Woman indeed, not long 
ſince, pretended ſhe was in Travail, expecting Mo- 
ney from the Officers to go forward to the next 
Pariſh. But being conducted to the Houſe, put to 
Bed, and made to take Things proper for her 
Condition, ſhe found ſhe ſhould be detected, and 
ſo ſoon took an Opportunity to go about her Bu- 
ſineſs; whereas if ſhe had been ſent to a Publick- 
houſe, I know not how long her Labour might 
have laſted. 1 Ai 
Twas propos'd in the laſt Article, that the Cha- 
fity- Schools ſhould be annexed to the Work hou- 
ſes. Ours is ſo; and very many Advantages attend 4. 
it. We gave before 25 J. per Annum to a Maſter ö 
and Miſtreſs, with two Chaldrons of Coals, and 
paid GJ. a Year Houſe-Rent. But now, by having 
ſuch a convenient Room for the School in the 
Work-houſe, that one Maſter and Miſtreſs will 
erve for both, we fave great Part of this Money, 
and apply it to a good Ule, which we very much 
wanted it for, viz. to place out our Charity Chil- 1 
dren to good Trades and Services. Several Boys — 
we already had the Benefit of it; and there are 
others, who will ſhortly be qualify'd to receive it.

to have paid them. As ſoon as we had refolv'd up- 
on this Undertaking, twas agreed that our Charity 
from Rocheſter, ſhould be reſerv'd to pay for the 


Building; and that 60 J. is ſav d entire for that Pur- 
[poſe every Year. Beſides which, our Poor-Rates 
(decreaſe 3 notwithſtanding ſeveral chargeable Ac- 
cidents about Settlements, c. have happened; and 
we have been at a conſiderable Expence in fur- 
niſhing the Houſe. And 'tis eaſie to ſhew, (and, I 
believe, moſt of the Pariſhioners are convinc'd of 
it) that in a little Time they will not be oblig'd to 
raiſe above 100 J. per Year, whereas the Rates (ex- 
cluſive of the Rocheſter Charity) lately amounted to 
230 l. and were ſtill riſing. Beſides, the Money now 
expended in the Houſe, circulates duly among the 
Tradeſmen of the Pariſh, who ſerve it in their 
Turns, and have their Bills regularly paid. W here- 
as, what Money the Poor receiv'd before, was for 
the moſt part idly and extravagantly ſpent, and did 
little real ſervice to themſelves or their Neighbours. 
But more of this will be ſeen from the Rules of the 
Houſe, and the Method of keeping our Books; 
which I will likewiſe ſend you, as ſoon as I have 
Time to copy them. 


Such are the Advantages which. we do, and 
all reap from our W ork-houſle ; and that without 


farming it out, without pinching the Poor, or get- 
ting rid of our poor Orphans after a cruel and un- 
chriſtlan Manner.
